THE OAEEIEE PIGEON. 


There is not so much use made of carrier 


'igoous now as there was before steamboats, 
allioads, ami telegraphs were brought into use. 
'he love of home is so strong in this bird, that 
one them ii taken from its homo to a very 
reat distance; aud lei loose, it will fly directly 
ack again. Hence the pigeon was used to 
arry letters, tied undor its \t ing, back home, 
i case of great emergency, in the transmission 
f messages in great haste, but no leters'can be 
ont to any other place than the pigeon's own 
mine, and the bird mint be allowed to start 
ack as soon as possible, or it mil make up its 
niud to choose a new homo, and thus baffle 
lie object in view, of sending messages. 
The 


ird which is carried away is usually one which 
as young in its nest, and those who expect let- 
ers by the carrier pigeon must watch tho nest 
more' closely than the post office, lest the bird 
miglit soil or destroy the message after its re- 
urn. 
When the bird is lot loose to start for 


orne, it circbs round and lound, and goes high 
u the air, and never fails to set olf iu the right 
direction to-.vaid home, and flies about fifty 
niles an hour, and is known tojhave gone two 
lionsaud miles in seven days, but.when the 
;mrney Is vei y long the bird must light in search 
.f water, in \vbich case the ^message would be 
ikely to get wet; but to prevent injury from 


his, the letti r is generally sealed securely and 
overed with thin varnish. The carrier I* lar- 
er than othar pigeons, anil is hbout sixteen 
nches from the tip of the beak to the end of 
he tail; and the wings long and broad ail- 
airably adapted for rapid flight. The color is 
ery dark blue or nearly black; and around the 
yes is a broad, red circle of nak«d skin. The 
real mystei y is, how do these birds gain the 
knowledge which guides them ? for they eer- 
ainly are not guided by seeing,hearing or smell- 
ng. inasmuch as tbey have been carried long 
istances, so closely shut, that it was impossible 
or them to learn the way by the aid of tlie 
enses, and jet they return with perfect aceu- 
acy. 
God in his matchless wisdom has put 


within these birds something which we call in- 
tinct, which they follow aud are always right; 
bat the mystery we cannot understand. Uow 
hey gain-the knowledge which guides them, 
no man knows.

The young man had a bulldog that «'as devoted 
to his master. Tlio 23 May young Montlgny 
walked home fiom Pails. He found the dog ill. 
He went up to the poor fellow aud stroked him; 
the dog flew at him and bit his f'aco. 
He 


stanched the blood and the bite wins scarcely 
visible— seemed such a scratcli as 01:0 might 
give himselfin shaving ;" 'tis not so wide as a 
barn-door nor so deep as a well, but 'tis enough.' 
He said nothing about it to anybody ; still he 
felt uneasy, and examined eveiy medical work 
on the subject. He recovered his buoyant spli- 
its, lor he had read that a dog's bite is not nccc&- 
sanly fatal. 
Dogs bite even when they have 


not hydrophobia, and this disease is to be detec- 
ted by a peculiar howl — a plaintive, hoarse, 
funereal howl which at once attracts the atten- 
tion even of the most inexperienced. The ne^t 
day he was seated between father and brother 
meriily breakfasting. 
Ho had forgotten the 


accident and was talking with enthusiasm of 
the wonders of the Exposition.

dog's howl was hoatd. The bulldog was how- 
ling. It was a peculiar bowl — a plaintive, boaise 
funereal howl.

He wenl to the review. Tbe sun beat fiercely ou 
his head. He went home ill. Two hums after 
he took to bed ho leaped up, and, in a wild par- 
oxysm of nervous irritation, broke mirror, clock 
candelabra, chairs, eveiylhing in his chamber, 
bieaking, bieakiug, bicoking until he sank to 
the fluor fi om nervous exhaustion. Then he 
had to leveal his lernble secret. You cannot 
imagine his falher's distress. M. Monligny is 
iiow seventy-four years old. Ho has been un- 
lucky for two or llneo years ; not one play 
brought out at his theatre (tho (Jymuase) has 
been successful, ho has lost a considerable poi tiou 
of the money he has made. This son was of 
considerable assistance to him. He had reck- 
oned upon tliiseldusl child to perpetuate bis 
name, to add the fame of author to the family 
honors, alieady so blight uith actresi's ami 
managyi's fame — and now to tlie graveyard 
with this child, too ; all these hopes weie to 
end in a ivth'n.

His prayer was, "Fathei , 
please, please don'l come near me; lamaflald 
I shall bite you.1' Ho begged that tho strait- 
jacket might be pul on him that he might harm 
tiO'Otie, and when he was impiisoii2d in it he 
kissed the j uler's hands, though the very next 
moment he struggled with supernatural slicnglli 
writhing to release himself fiom those bonds. 
Death stayed not, but taking pny on all that 
diitiessed household, soon beieaved the pool 
young uiaa of consciousness and presently of 
life. 
All Paris, of the diamatic woi id, went to 


that poor fellow's funeral. 
His coffin disappea- 


ted under the lloial tubule, heaped on it. The 
organ's wail was silenced by liio sobs of a whole 
congiegation.

A UOI.D TRAIN KOISBEKT.—One of the bold- 


est train robber.^s that ever occuned in Ihe 
West took place about 1:30 o'clock .Tncsi 
inoiuing, aboul i mile below Wmtlitop Junc- 
tion, opposite A cbison,Kan. As train No. 4 
on the Kansas Oily, St. Joseph and Council 
Bluffs Ilaihr.iy, bound south, left Wintlnop 
Junction, UomliK'tor IJroun noticed fuur men 
getting on the puitform between the bairga^e- 
car and (lio fiist coach. 
At the usual time he 


left the b.iagage- -ar aud stalled to go through 
Ihe tiuin. 'Ihe first persons lie met weie Ihe 
four men standin; on the platform. Their ap- 
paicnt Iradci pulled out two revolvels, pointing 
them at luui orde.ed him back to the bagga 
car, at the same t ins directing luni to liold up 
his hands. Then Ihcy entered the car from 
the 
daik end. The baggage-master and a 


young man named ilather, who was in tlie bag- 
gage-car, 
wore compelled to hold up llieir 


hand?. Fiank C ixter, the express agent, was 
sitting in a chair in" the lighted end of the car, 
his bills in his lap and the expiess safe open be- 
side him, busily engaged in Ids work. Tha 
^rst intimalion ol danger he received was when 
a revolver was .thrust -in his face, and he was 
ordered lo hold up his hands. The leader of 
the gang then stepped up to the safe and delib- 
erately tiausfeireil about $5,100 to a sack he 
had with him. ('enduclor Brown was then or- 
dered to slop Ihe train, and pulled tbo bell rope. 
The fuur men then backed out of the car, still 
covering ilia othci s and'disappeared in the daik 
ness. Tho entire work was done in less thau 
five minutes. The train was'filled'with pas- 
sengeis, but none of Idem knew of the robbeiy 
until the thieves had escaped. 
None of the

—Tho Chicago shoemakers are prepared to 


listen to the irrepressible Kearney. The six 
Chinese companies have offered to furnish tbe 
laigest manufactures, whose men are now on 
strike, with cheap labor on very favorable terms. 
They promise lo send to that city 750 prac- 
tical Chinese shcmakers and the same num- 
ber of gieen hand-) on a three years' contract at 
an average rate of 75 cents a day per man.

leading manufacuners had a consultation on 
Satuiday, and admitted that the idea was a good 
one, but disagreed as to tbe price, gome think- 
ing 40 cents per d ly was enough for Chinaman, 
and none being willing to pay over 60 cents. 
Eight bundled men have struck, demanding 
$12 per week instead of $9. The luanufactur 
ers offer to compromise at $10.50, and say if the 
strikers will go to work for this on the first of 
next week, well and good ; if not, they will pro- 
ceed to bargain for the 1,500 Chinamen. 


—A terrible toi nado passed over Wallingford, 


Conn., about 0 o'clock Friday evening, and 
blew over houses, uprooted trees, and caused 
great destruction to life and propsrty ; 34 were 
killed and 23 won ided, some of whom can not 
recover. 
The tornado was confined to a belt of 


tenitocy About half a mile wide, and all the 
damage and loss of life occurred on the sand- 
plains, about a Quarter of a mile north of the 
railroad station, war the line of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford liiilroad. By actual 
count forty d(ve!liiig-hou98s wero demolished, 
and at least fifty -barn;. The buildings de- 
stroyed were maijily occupied by factory oper- 
atives.

Dennis Kearney can find no fault with the re- 
ceplion'tciidered bun by.bls adrnirenrat Fan- 
eull Hall last Monday night. Hundreds \vtra 
there who doubtless nyiupalbiza with him, but 
thousands went thither to see the mail who has 
attracted so wide attention. As only a portion 
of the large crowd-had a fair opportunity to see 
the spe'aker-or bear bis" address, be' wifl nave 
audiences until popular curiosity is satiated. 
Aftertbe public has saen the in in and listened 
to his disjointed, violent and often vulgar and 
profane harangue, he will call forth but little 
more popular atlonlion than would Mr. Oliaiu- 
berlain or Mr. Smart,. Mr. Kearney's speech 
was in places suificieutly highly flavored with 
epithet, in others piofane, but on the whole far 
short of the expectations of those who have 
beard so much of this man whom the newspa- 
per have brought into notoriety. Very appro- 
priately, Mr. Kearney began with a g,ood word 
fur General Butler, which evoked a hearty ap- 
plause. Ills choicest epithets were next applied 
lo Ihe newspapers, which were greeted wilh 
laughter. 
But the remark which called forth 


tlie loudest stoun of applause was Ihe decUia- 
tiou that " when he come liom Ireland to ibis 
country he brought a head full of brains and a 
suil of clothes, which was more than any na- 
tive born American brought to the country." 


But after reading Mr. Kearney's speech tbe 


thoughtful man aska what is it that Mr. Kear- 
ney demands, what change does to desire in 
our laws and our institutions. The man who 
proposes to turn eociety upside down should 
be ready to prove that the inverted order of 
things is an improvement upon the piesent con- 
dition of dffiiis'. 
It lie cannot he is unworthy 


of public attention. Mr. Kearney fails to dis- 
tinctly stale his grievances and ulterly fails lo 
suggest remedies. lie invokes revolution, but 
does not point out any wrong hi w lutd right. 
He aims Ins assaults up in capital, It-it d lei not 
specify its Climes. 
Unit, invscLive, and blas- 


phemy may carry the laboring and producing 
classes in California, butin Massaclmselts thoso 
who will ralljiunilar the leadership of Mr. Kear- 
ney will be drawn largely fi»m those classes 
against whom society I? compelled to protect 
itself. 
Boyoud tlie dangerous clais -s a id a fsw 


ignorant men, largely foreigners, who brought 
to tills country uu iniieiiled prejudice agiinst 
capilal and employes, Mr, Kuanuy will lnve 
few followers. Reasonable men will iut be 
convinced by denunciation, nor will tlisy con- 
clude that the elevation to oltioe of such men 
as aliend Mr. K-sarney will tend to lielp the 
cause of laboring men. 


Should Ihe malignant spirit which Sir. Kear- 


ney displ.ijs be shared by any considerable por- 
tion of the men of New EngUiid, who live by 
Ihe loil of their hands, every factory would 
cease to run, every shop wq^ilu. be closed and 
genuial distress would succeed a general upon 
capital. 


—A correspondent of the Hartford Times, 


writing from Amagansett, Long Island, says: 
"The 
bathing here, with its big, plunging 


ocean surf, is full of pleasure and rxcitement. 
it possesses just enough of tlu> element of dan- 
ger lo impart i keen ssest lo its enjoyment, 
without leading to aecidfiiits, when proper care 
and the rules of Uie beach are observed. There 
aie peculiar forces and motions of tlie sea on 
the beach, one of which, known here as the 
'soa-poose,' must be respjcteil—t'jr it is disre- 
garded at the li .tlier's peul. It consists of a 
plunging return motion, which sweeps the 
bather back, if he has ventured out beyond the 
safety-line, and prevents him from getting back 
to the shore. Accidents that have very nearly 
proved fatal have Unas occuned here, and at 
East Hampton Beach, and probably at all tbe 
bathing-places along the outer shore of Long 
Island. The sea-pooses are irregular, and do 
not occur at all limes ; but they are veiy fre- 
quent, and make some odd effects among tbe 
old wrecks and shore sands. One of tbe bath- 
ers, Miss llomans, of New Yoik, has just had 
a nairow escnp?. Being a good swimmer, sbe 
vontnrpd out far boyoud tha s-hluby-linu , and 
th? gentleman who was with her soon found lie 
could ueilhei get her back nor get baek himself. 
It began to be exciting la him and to tbe oilier 
batlieis, and lie only succeeded finally in get- 
tinK ashore at the expense of all bis strength, 
and was picked up quite exhausted an i all 
gone. 
Meantime Miss Homans, keepuiH alloat, 


had to wait for another attempt at rescue. 
This was at ones mule by a genlKiman, who 
shared tbe same fate as his predecessor ; be 
ieaebed Miss llomaiis, but was unable to help 
her, and caiu1; near losing his own life. He 
was used up when his friends reached him. 
Tiic third rescuer eaine still uearftr death. He, 
like tbe others, had t > abandon tbe lady, and 
was at last picked up more dead than alive. At 
length a inui went o,il willi a rope, one eud 
being held ashore, and he succeeded in rescu- 
ing Miss llomans and saving himself." 


AX OVER.ISSVE Or 1ST ATE BOKUS- 


Jnsl ut piesent the predominant sensation in 


Philadelphia, is Ibe discovery of an over-issue of 
$100,000 of Slate bunds of a loan authorized in 
1852, ot which tlie sum named was left unused 
Jiid was supposed at that time to be remaining 
in tbe Tieasuiy, but which mysteriously disap- 
peared and was entirely unknown lo state Trea- 
Mireis after 1S5S. 
Tim bonds were left on de- 


posit in the Gnaid Bank, as a receipt Iroui the 
then Piesidentoflbe oanksbovvs. But, strange- 
ly enough, Ihe books of Ihe bauk -contain no 
rccoid of the transaction, and tlie Treasury re- 
coids have disappeaied. John M. Bicket, who 
was TreaMiier at tbe lime, was, according to 
the published staleiuenls, a defaullei to the 
amount ol $100,000, which it took him eighteen 
iHDiilbs lo ivlund in instalments. • Tue Trea- 
sury books contain a record of $28,000 paid iu- 
ta the Tieusury as ihe.proceeda of these bonds 
leaving, $72,000. The condition of ,lhe Trea- 
sury! appears lo- have been, unsettled for about 
five years. 


The over-issue was discovered when the call 


was issued foi the redemption of the whole 
Iban. 'Until that lime hone of Ibe coupons of 
the over-issue had ever been presented for pay- 
ment, so that for twentr-live years both the 
bonds and tbe coupons had been skilfully used 
as collaterals for money loaus. A person who 
professes lo know says that Ibe process was to 
use $500 worth of coupons as -collateral lor a 
loan, and just before the date of maturity to 
substitute othercoiipoiis on one of Ihe missing 
bonds. In Ibis w.ay the bonds and coupons 
weie always in use and the parties holding 
them \\ ere always able to obtain" money on 
them. 
The Girard Bank has long had u suit at 


law peuding against the estate of President 
bokbr, based on cUimaof moiiey supposed to' 
have been reilizod by bun by using tliti banK 
funds in specula:ious. lu tbe course of tbis 
protracted trial some evidence is found as to the 
use of the Slate funds in the same way, though 
ibe absence of records aud Ihe death of llr. 
Boker lenders the whole matter a mystery. 


As for tbe amounts of the defalcations made 


good by Ihe State Treasuieis there is this lo be 
said. Tiie missing bonds were iu use many 
months before any money was paid to the State. 
Using both the coupons and the bonds as collat- 
etals for loans all tbe sums paid up as deficien- 
cies might easily have been realized as profits 
and the bonds sdli be outstanding, liet the 
leader reflect on the fluctuations since 1832, 
and think of tbe chances in the use of so much 
money. If Mr. liickel was entirely innocent of 
all blame fur complicity iu this over-issue, it is 
not easy to see how the affair was managed. 
Mr, Boker could not bave held or used the bonds 
a day without the consent of the Treasurer. 
But instead.of mere negligence tbe whole allair 
has Ihe appearance of the shrewdest and most 
arlful financiering. Ot course lira Slate will 
have to pay these bonds, but in doing so it has 
a right to tiace up the ownership in order to 
ascertain tbe thief.—Germantoion Telegraph.

ter chance than before of sliipplii;; to Baltimore, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston. 
Our 


vegetables are ready to maikot by tlie last of 
February and early in Match. 
When carefully 


put up in small crates and shipped lo a good 
firm tile liiinsacllon onglil lo pay well eveiy 
season. 


" Now, an regards a mnn moving here to set- 


llu. If lie is a sond, llinfiy man, and has a 
little money lo give him a start, no CJH do well. 
But if ho don't look out there will be two yeais 
of iiis life gone for nothing. For tliii.izs arc so 
din'erent and farming so difleient that lie Las lo 
be sharp to get Ins learning cheap, and are »ud 
judge for himself from tbe expenenee of those 
who urc hern. But in all cases I would advise 
him, as soon as he pitches on his piece nf land 
and builds his house, to commence on a sin 1 
gaiden of vegetables, for it saves a great deal of 
money.

"1 am 115 miles up the St. John's Iliver, 2B 


miles from tbe Atlantic beach, (!& miles fiom 
St. Augusline, near Spiing Garden Village, and 
within a few miles ot the head of steam navi- 
gation. Here are splendid lakes fuU of t:sb, 
and good pint1 anj hummock lands that can be 
bought for fiom $5 to f!5 per acre. The cheap- 
est way for a man of small- means to get land 
is to purchase of some stockman who wants to 
sell his claim—gel him to abandon it and home- 
stead it over again. In many instances a man 
can get such a place wilh Ihe Impioveuients* 
cheaper than if he were to homeslead land him- 
self, as the native stock laisers don't put any 
value of laud, and consider llieir range is gel- 
ting spoiled by so"many people moving into the 
country.

'ringing up the rftar with a couple of delegates 
each, iu«ic or less. Dr. Evans was beaten in 
bis own ilistiict, U^tiioro', having been carried 


Cadwallader by a vote of 30 to 29, and it 


was the opinion of some of the astute politi- 
cians that Cadwallader "had broken bis own 
back" by Interfering in Dr. Evans'distiict.

ling afturwaid added. 
The roll of delegates was then called, and 


everything went smoothly until Wriglilstawu, 
where there was a tie vote, was reached; when 
Bdgar W. Sackett claimed to be a delegate, by 
eason of one of the contesting delegates 
Thomas Warner, having transferred liis strength 
to him. The matter was left toa committee of 
three, the majority reporting in favor of the ad- 
mission of Sackett, while Edward Biker sub- 
mitted a minority icport dissenting from tbe 
views of tha majority. The matter was finally 
settled by allowing Warner and his contestant, 
John Cooper, who each received 30 votes;

A little rift in the waste-pips of a wash-bisin 
so slight as lobe detected mly by the applica- 
tion of tissue-paper, has kept.a whole family 
miserable and complaining, and susceptible to 
every sp"cies of contagion, for years togethci 
Decaying vegetables in a cellar, and decayin 
Glth in a waste-pipe of a kitchen sink, may be 
regarded as the bane of the existence of bal: 
the women in America. Those more serioti' 
defects which coma of ignorantly airangoi 
plumbing work—by no means of good plumb 
ing work, which is the sanitarian's best aid— 
are responsible not only for most of the zymo 
tic diseases appearing in the better class o 
houses, but in like degree foi the generally ail 
ing condition of so many of those who pass 
most of their days and nights in these houses.'

These narrow-gan 
local loads will be of immense benefit to Oregon, 
A largo part of tlie fanner's pioflts has hitherto 
been engulfed by the cost of Uanspnrlalioa to a 
place of shipment.

by hauling produce in wagons for long distances 
With a series of nanow-gauge railroads travel s 
ing the State, Oregon will be able to more than 
double her exportation of wheat. Outlying 
sei'tions where at present wheat cannot be sent 
to market at a profit will come within a reason 
able distance of transportation facilities. Two 
years hence when the narrow-gango tailroads 
cow in progress are in full running order, Ore 
gon will probably be exporting 400,000 tons o 
wheat, instead of 200,000, the estimate for the 
present year.—San, Francisco Bulletin.

A 
iecond seiics of eiperimeutsupon one hundred 
and fifty horses gave ihe same results. On Ihe 
ilher hand, another series of experiments was 
ess successful, where seventy-lour horses from 
our to thirteen years old, were fed exclusively 
with new hay, the quantity being increased un- 
il it equalled the regulation ration ot old bay, 
ilraw and oats together On this leed there 
ras no real sickness, but a general weakness, 
'reqneut sweats, loss of appetite, digestion dis- 
m bed, diarrliiea, relaxation of the muscles, 
vcarlness, etc, The decision of the commission 
was that new hay can replace old hay in ihe 
egiilar rations without injury *nd perhaps with 
advantage, but that to feed tlreln exclusively on 
lew hay is injurious to tlie. horses. Experi- 
ucnts were made upon eighteen hundred 
lorses by feeding them on new oats, and were 
attended with favorable results, inasmuch as 
lie animals nearly all increased in bulk and 
itrecgth, from which I he commission concluded 
hat now oats can be substituted for old ones 
with advantage, and hence it is useless to wait 
wo months after the harvest before permitting 
he use of new oats. These experiments refute 
nost positively the prc-jurllce that still prevails 
n many places against, feeding new hay and 
als to horses. Ou the oilier hand, it cannot 
ie Jonied that horses to which new hay is given 
are frequently exposed to colic. The danger is 


niy present, then, when ^he horses receive no 
efinite rations, but have p ut before them as 
uuch as they can eat. 
In this case they not 


nly eat much more new hay, but they also 
at much more eagerly and greedily, which 
,an be so much more injurious, as experience 
iroves that those very horses which are most 
ticlined to Ihe colic eiit most greedily.—/n<itis

TO LAY OUT AND .OPEN PINK STREET IN 
THE BOltOUGH OF B1USTOL. 


Se itordaineil and enacted by the IJtirgctt and Council 


of Ike Borough of Bristol, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted byaulliorityof tlie tame, Tluit a Street is here- 
by laid out and opened in said Borough, beginning 
in the line ol' Buckley street, on tlie northeasterly 
si'de thereof, six hundred and tonrteeu t'eot westerly 
from the west side of the Beaver Dam road, thence 
extending north twenty-six degrees and twenty-live 
/uinutes west, at right angles to said Buckley street, 
one thousand four hundred and seven feet tothe 
.lino oflaudsof Illchard Corson. The laid street be- 
ing 50 feet wide In perpendicular width and to be 
hereafter known and styled Pine street, and the 
said streot shall hereafter be at all tiraea a pubrlc 
highway, and be subject to the name regulations as 
all other public streets within the Borough of Bristol.
